Under Allied Attacks 


Reds Only 77 Miles from Vienna in New Drive in South To Cut Off Possible Retreat of 
German War Leaders to Last Stand in Mountains— Aerial Assault Continues To

THE WAR 
TODAY

The most important news of the 
moment is that the Allied armies 
which have stormed 
across 
the 
Rhine in the greatest operation of 
its kind in history are so firmly 
installed on German soil east of 
this mighty river that they cannot 
be thrown back to the west side— 
they are there to stay and to con­ 
tinue their drive into the Reich. 
This doesn’t mean there won’t 
be heavy enemy resistance in some 
areas. The time of major counter­ 
attacks by the Nazis is yet to come, 
and we must expect these, espe­ 
cially in the north between Em­ 
merich and the Ruhr. 
Here the 
Germans have their best troops— 
including their crack first para­ 
troop army, which also comprises 
tanks 
and 
infantry—to protect 
this strategic gateway to the West­ 
phalian plain that flanks the Ruhr 
and leads to Berlin. 
It is the ambition of the Allies 
to force the Hitlerics to stand and 
fight on the northern flank, which 
is adapted to tank warfare. 
If 
that battle eventuates it will be 
a fight to a finish, our immediate 
objective being the annihilation of 
this German army. 
Nazi Field 
Marshal Kessclring, 
who has heen brought up from the 
Italian theater to supplant Field 
Marshal von Rundstedt, is a ca­

Blood and Guts.” 
This sensational thrust by Pat­ 
ton's Third Army may prevent the 
Nazi forces to the north from ul­ 
timately retreating southward in­ 
to the Bavarian Alps where Hitler 
has prepared a “fortress” in the 
Berchtesgaden region for a final 
stand. It s too soon to predict such 
a development, 
but 
it certainly 
must be considered as a possibil­ 
ity. 
This would bo one of the great 
coups of the war. Undoubtedly it 
would shorten the conflict by re­ 
ducing the number of troops Hit­ 
ler may be able to collect in this 
Alpine region. 
The 
Fuehrer is 
said to have made great prepara­ 
tions in the way 
of 
assembling 
supplies and 
building 
fortifica­ 
tions for this final defense in the 
mountains. 
General 
Patton’s 
whirlwind 
thrust is helped by the fact that

Shortness of Breath as A Symptom of Heart Trouble

DYSPNEA mean* *h nrtne** of 
breath . It is uncomfortable be- j 
cause 
of 
th e labored, 
difficult 
breath ing. Dyspnea is often th e 
earliest sign of a damaged h eart. 
It causes more discomfort th an all 
of th e oth er h eart symptoms to­ 
geth er. 
According to Doctor Tinsley h . 
Harrison of Dallas, th e continua­ 
tion of dyspnea adds; furth er strain 
to an already damaged h eart, and 
so intensifies th e condition wh ich 
caused th e sh ortness of breath in 
th e first place. 
Th ere are different kinds of 
dyspnea. For example, th ere is th e 
sh ortness of breath wh ich comes 
only after exercise. It always oc­ 
curs wh en th e h eart is failing and 
means th at th e reserve strength 
of th e h eart is lacking. Orth opnea 
is sh ortness of breath wh ich comes 
wh en a person is lying down. Dysp­ 
nea occurring in th e evening is th e 
type in wh ich th e difficulty with 
breath ing gradually increases dur­ 
ing th e day and may prevent sleep. 
Cardiac asth ma i« a kind of 
dyspnea wh ich usually occurs in 
h eart disease due to h igh blood 
pressure and h ardened arteries. 
Th e attacks of sh ortness of breath 
come at nigh t, and th ere usually 
is a collection of fluid in th e lung 
tissues. Of course, if th e h eart dis­ 
ease is severe enough , th e sh ort­ 
ness of breath is constant. Sh ort­ 
ness of breath may lower th e pres­ 
sure with in th e ch ost. Th is may 
furth er increase th e congestion in 
th e lungs and bring on pulmonary 
edema or fluid in th e lungs. 


Th e treatment of such cases 
consists in th e proper administra­ 
tion of morph ine by th e doctor. 
Giving th e morph ine will lower 
th e breath ing rate and bring rest 
to th e h eart muscle. 
Th e treatment of sh ortness of 
brenth due to h eart failure in­ 
cludes first of all plenty of rest. 
Second, th e patient sh ould h ave a 
ligh t, easily digested diet, and 
th ird, proper care of th e bowels. 
If th e patient is reasonably com­ 
fortable with th ese simple meas­ 
ures, drugs are not usually em­ 
ployed. However, in most instances 
th e administration of digitalis is 
necessary. Digitalis is a drug 
wh ich slows and strength ens th e 
h eart h eat. Of course, th e dose 
must be properly regulated since 
an overdose may cause a great deal 
of trouble. 
Sometimes, substances are also 
used wh ich stimulate th e activity 
of th e kidneys. Th is h elps to get 
rid of excess fluids in th e tissues 
and frequently such preparation* 
are of great benefit in clearing up 
th e difficulty. 
Oxygen is useful for cardiac 
asth ma. Sedative drugs for quiet­ 
ing th e nerve3 
and 
producing 
sleep sh ould be given in sufficient 
amounts at bedtime. Th ese drugs 
may also h elp to control th e 
cough ing, wh ich is a distressing 
I symptom at nigh t. Th e evening 
meal sh ould be ligh t, and th e pa- 
| tient often does better if h e sleeps 
in an uprigh t position.
